‘Assault Guilt 


Sentenced To Prison 
Upon Changing Plea 
On Friday Morning 


Clifford Egbert was sentenced to 
a term of from one to ten years at 
San Quentin prison on Friday 
morning when he appeared in Su- 
perior Court before Judge George 
H. Thompson, withdrew his previ- 
oue denial of guilt and entered a 
plea that he is guilty to a charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon. 

He waived time for pronouncing 
judgment and sentence was imme- 
diately passed. 

Egbert had been charged with as- 
sault with a deadly weapon with in- 
tent to commit murder following 
the shooting of his wife early in 
March. Mrs. Egbert was wounded in 
the back and was a hospital patient 
for several weeks. At an earlier ar- 
raignment, Egbert had pleaded not 
guilty and not guilty by reason of 
insanity and the trial had been set 
for March 31. 

The change in the plea was with 
the consent of the District Attor- 
ney. Egbert was represented by At- 
torney C. W. Pearson.

WITH GOVERNMENT DURING VISIT OF 


ROYAL COUPLE IN CANADA 


LONDON, ‘lP—King George and@———_—_—_ 


Queen Elizabeth will keep in touch 
with Britain throughout their visit 
to Canada by radio. 

The Postoffice department has 
constructed a secret receiving sta- 
tion equipped with the longest aer- 
jals in the world on the Cooling 
marshes in Kent, near Gravesend. 
Each is two miles long and can be 
swivelled to face the direction for 
best reception. 

This Station will be in constant 
contact with a special transmitting 
station built during March in New- 
foundland. Lead shielded cables will 
connect Cooling Marshes to Broad- 
casting House for re-transmission’ 
of the Royal broadcasts in the B. 
B. C. programs. 

All the speeches by the king and 
queen, and the eye-witnesses’ com- 
mentaries will be transmitted across 
the Atlantic on one of three wave- 
lengths—19, 24 or 36 meters—ac- 
cording to the time and atmospher- 
‘ic condition. 

In charge of all arrangements in 
Canada is Major W. E. Gladstone 
Murray, general manager of the Ca- 
nadian Broadcasting Corporation, 
who formerly was second in com- 
mand of the B. B. C. Sir Noel Ash- 
bridge, B. B. C. controller of en- 
gineering, hopes to supervise the 
transmissions in Canada on the

Excellent prospects for success in

Establishment of a water facilities 
district incurs no obligation upon 
the holders of property within the 
district except as they individually 
may borrow from a fund to which 
those in the district are eligible for 
assistance in various forms of water 
development. These include the de- 
velopment of springs. the building 
of small reservoirs and other steps 
looking to waier conservation.

Two departmental heads of the 
State school system were in Placer- 
vile Thursday evening to address 
the annual institute of county 
school district trustees, called by Su- 
perintendent K. W. McCoy and held 
at the Placerville Grammar school. 
There was an attendance of 62, 


Mr. McCoy introduced Mrs. Helen 
Hefferman, chief of the division of 
elementary education in rural 
schools, and Mrs. Lillian Hill, chief 
of the division of mental hygiene, 
both of whom spoke. 


Following their talks, there was 
a discussion center in which the 
matter of school budgets and other 
related problems was taken up. 

Mrs. Hefferman stressed the im- 
portance of a proper school plant 
and proper lighting for the plant. 
She spoke of the need for an at- 
tractive school appearance and em- 
phasized the need for proper sani- 
tary precautions in a school build- 
ing. 


Probably most important of all in 
school needs, she said, is the teach- 
er, and she urged the trustees to use 
care in selecting teachers and to be 
sure that they employ teachers who 
are competent and who are well- 
trained. 

Schoolground improvement can 
not be done over-night, she granted, 
and suggested that trustees might 
borrow from Russia a “five-year 
plan” to provide for progressive

NEW YORK, ‘lP)—Mrs. Theodore 


Roosevelt, Jr. has her $2,000,000 
Chinese Dragon throne, and G-Men, 
customs authorities, and steamship 
line officials are resting after 24 
nours of frantic’ searching. The cen- 
turies old chair was found on a pier 
where it lay for three days as ordi- 
nary freight. 

The throne, of gold inlaid mother 
of pearl, supported by four dragon 
statuettes, was used by Chinese em- 
perors in the imperial palace at Pe- 
king for centuries. Only members of 
the royal family and the court were 
allowed to see it. In 1937 it was 
smuggled out of the forbidden city 
and across Russia, finally landing in 
the Amsterdam Municipal Museum. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, a friend of Ma- 
;dame Chiang Kai-Shek, wife of the 
Chinese generalissimo, conceived the 
| idea of displaying the heirloom in 
New York for the benefit of Chinese 


war orphans. 

Two weeks ago she received word 
from the director of the Nether- 
lands museum that the throne had 
been shipped, along with other rel- 
ics. Monday they were to have ar- 
rived; yesterday she went to claim 
the shipment, but the throne was 
missing. ‘

clarified matters. He had carried 
one step further the elaborate sec- 
recy which had been taken to safe- 
guard the throne in transit. He ad- 
dressed it to his friend, Professor 
Otto Munchen, 469 Jean St., Oak- 
land, Calif., as ordinary freight. He 
thought Oakland was a suburb of 
New York.
